the teachers' liberty related to 
the 14th Amendment. 


Lake Michigan College ap- 


pealed the decision to the ap- 
peals court in Cincinnati before 
a ruling was made In Bcrrien 
Circuit Court. 


"We believe the District Court 


erred in announcing a sweeping 
rule to the effect that whenever 
a person is accused of breaking 
a law, his 14th Amendment 
liberty Interests are slmpllcated 
immediately," 
the 
appclatc 


court said yesterday in Its 
unanimous decision. 


"Some 
laws 
undoubtedly, 


proscribe conduct that hears 
upon the honor, inlregrity and 
reputation of those who engage 
in it. However, there arc many 
laws, such as traffic regulations 
that do not fit this description." 


"In the case at hand, the 


teachers 
were 
accused 
of 


violating Michigan's no-strike 
law and we fall to see how this 
allegation 
discredited 
their 


honesty, morality and integrity 
or damages their standing in 
the community."

TJie Growth Of 


A President 


WASHINGTON - At the time 


of his appointment to the 
presidency, there were those 
who believed Jerry Ford was 
Richard Nixon's last dirty trick 
on America. When he traveled 
to Japan' in November, as 
example, the new chief showed 
up at a state dinner wearing — 
gad — an.ascot, winged collar 
and trousers three inches up his 
ankles. Protocol people said 
they could only assume his . 
tailor was a former football 
coach from the University of 
Michigan. 


Things change, including 


people and attitudes Nelson 
Rockefeller was saying the 
other day that one of the best 
unreported stories in Washing- 
tun is "how this president has 
grown in office." Quite right. 
No longer is Ford the Enunett 
Kelly of the White House tent, 
far from it, he has taken charge 
of his amazing fate to an extent 
even his critics agree is good for 
the nation. 
.Ford is not yet totally com- 


fortable behind the seal of the 
big eagle. He was overheard 
recently saying this to an aide 
about Henry Kissinger: "How 
many times do I have to tell you 
he is not the president — 1 am 
the president!" Yet there is no 
longer really any doubt of that.. 
Ford has organized himself and 
his staff — there are more than 
900 people on the immediate 
Ford staff — to project an or- 
ganizational air of confidence, 
supremacy and sophistication. 


The sophistication may be the 


least strong of these virtues, if 
perhaps somewhat on purpose. 
"We don't want to appear too 
smooth," says a White House 
staffer, 
"that's 
not 
the 


President's style. If I can speak 
for myself, and not tor him, I 
have the impression we are try- 
ing to convey the idea we are 


capable, but human. We admit 
we make mistakes — not too 
many, however." 


The mistakes of the Ford ad- 


ministration — at Icast-thosK of 
an obvious nature — have, in 
fact, fallen off considerably 
since 
the 
early years of 


bumbling 
and 
fumbling 


Improper staff structuring and 
shoddy communications early 
on made it not only possible but 
likely that Ford could invite a 
Texas businessman to the White 
House for an economics discus- 
sion never scheduled and wish 
Rep. Leonor Sullivan of Mis- 
souri a happy retirement, even 
though she was not retiring. 
With his ship more secure, 
Ford's gaffs have diminished. 
He no longer vetoes legislation 
indiscriminately, for one thing 
— congressional Republican 
leaders have driven home to the 
President the political value of 
choosing vetos that have the 
best chance of being sustained. 


Ford's handling of congres- 


sional affairs, actually, ac- 
counts in large part for his 
evolution in office. A child of the 
House himself, as a friend in 
that body says, "he knows 
Congress makes a convenient 
scapegoat." Unable to force his 
own legislative will on ttie 
members — he is not that 
strong 'a president yet — Ford 
sees to it that they,, not he, be 
blamed for do-nothingness. 


Congress cooperates in this 


often enough, by doing nothing, 
but Ford presses the point by 
force of hi* middle-America 
personality. In less than a year 
in office, the President has sold 
the nation the idea that the 
domestic policy of Congress is 
to spend and its foreign policy is 
to surrender — all the while his 
own stock with countrymen has 
been rising.

After the death of Mary Jo 


Koppchne In the waters .of 
Poucha Pond beneath the Dike 
Bridge, and amid widespread 
skepticism concerning Ken- 
nedy's version of the events, one 
of the very few pluses going for 
him was the fact that Mary Jo's 
parents said they bcllcvd his 
story. This was Important 
psychologically. 


The Kopechncs' backing cer- 


tainly did not erase the gaps and 
contradictions 
in Kennedy's 


story, but it suggested that 
somehow they might be In- 
nocently explained. The public 
perceived that, at the bottom 
line, the Kopechne* were saying 
not so much that they beleved 
Kennedy but that they believed 
in him and were giving him the 
benefit of the doubt. Their tup: 
port, moreover, may have been 
a factor in Kennedy's event 
conclusion that with any luck at 
all he could stonewall his way 
right through the mew. 


Now, however, the Kopechnea 


are reliably reported to have 
changed their minds.

that they accept his opinion that 
Mary Jo lived for some time by 
breathing in an air bubble 
trapped inside the car. Farrar 
thinks she could have been 
saved if he had been called In 
time - if Kennedy, that Is, had 
not waited nine hours; 


Close students of the case also' 


believe that it would have been 
imponible for Kennedy to have 
escaped from the car in the 
manner claimed.

According to John Farrar, the 


Kopechnes have now "changed 
their whole way of, thinking: 
They wanted to let us know: 
They thanked me for rushing to 
save their daughter, and for 
sticking to our story."

Patient Is In Good Shape For Her 


400-Year-Old BH Tree Passes Checkup

"She's in pretty good shape." 
TTul was the "doc's" verdict 


after checking his near 400- 
year-old "patient." 


The "doctor" in this case is 


Gilbert Stanage, owner of A & A 
Tree Service, Benion Harbor. 


The "patient?" 
A white oak tree located at the 


home of Mrs. Carolyn Niles 
Lucbkc, .490 Territorial road, 
Benton Harbor. 


Monday the tree had a good 


"going over." "Probably the 
most thorough going over its 
had in a while," Stanage said. 


He said, "It's in good shape. 


It has no serious disease. We 
found some oak apple galls 
(disease), but nothing serious." 


In a story in this newspaper 35 


years ago a then well-known 
area tree surgeon, Marry Jones, 
stated the same tree could not 
be less than ISO years old — at 


that time. 


In that same newspaper ar- 


ticle Jones listed the diameter 
of the tree at its widest part at 
5M, feet. He said he judged the 
approximate age at a scale of 
I'/i.fcet In diameter for every 
100 years. 


Stanage said the tree Is now 


about 
7-foet 
2-inches 
in 


diameter which would make it 
over 400 yean old according to 
Jones' scale. 


• Stanage said he's been ser- 
vicing trees throughout Berricn 
county for the past 12 years and 
"This is about the biggest oak 
I've ever seen," He added, "I've

Stanagc's "prescription" for 


a continued healthy life for the 
tree was a 300-pound "dose" of 
fertilizer and a "shot" of 
chemical 
spray 
distributed 


from lop to bottom. 


He said he and his men 


combed the tree from top- to 
bottom 
for 
dcadwood 
and 


disease. "We even had a man 
climb to the very top," he said. 


The article 35 years ago, list- 


ed the tree at 60 feet tall. 
Stanage said the "old timer" is 
now about 90 feet tall.

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Parents: Do Your Young Cyclists Know Rules? 


Do They Violate Traffic Laws? 
Are Their Bikes Safe To Ride? 
Are Bikes Properly Equipped?

Statistics show that it is the 


bicycle rider rather than the 
motorist who is at fault in an 
accident involving a bike and 
car; . according 
to 
Robert 


Strumpfer, executive director of 
the Twin Cities : Area Safety 
Council. 


The majority of accidents in- 


volve children in grades six 
through nine, Strumpfer said. 


These arc the children who 


are mechanically adept and art- 
more likely to take more 
chances and disregard the rules 
than the younger child, he said. 


Strumpfer said the answer to 


the problem is a crackdown on 
bike riders rather than more 
rules and regulations. 


The actions of the bicycle 


riders, Strumpfer said, are the 
responsibility of the parents. 


It is up to the parents to teach 


children how to ride bicycles 
safely. 


Various police agencies have 


been stopping bike riders who 
violate law's and giving them 
warnings. However, Strumpfer 
said, often parents are upset if 
their children .are stopped by 
the police. 


But, he said, it only takes one 


violation just one time to cause 
an accident. 


In Berricn county during 1974, 


there were 86 accidents involv- 
ing a bicycle and a car. 


The total number of people 


hurt in those accidents was 78, 
which Strumpfer said, is almost 
one injury per accident. 


Of the 78 injuries,' 73 were 


cyclists and five were ear pas- 
sengers. 
- The majority (38) of the 73 
bike riders hurt were between 
10 and 14 years old. 


Strumpfer said while the 


young child is more uncertain of 
himself, the 10 to 14-year-old, 
will take 'more chances and 
venture further away from 
home. 


The problem, he said, is not 


education. Many schools and 
police agencies offer bicycle 
safety training and the safety 
council also has information 
available. 
' 


Mechanical difficulty plays a 


relatively small role in bicycle 
accidents, he said. 


In 
our 
modern 
world, 


Strumpfer said, congestion and 
bicycles just don't mix. 


Except for recreational areas, 


bicycle paths are not the answer 
either, he said, unless there 
would be a physical barrier 
between the highways and the 
paths. 


He said it Is inviting disaster 


to widen the roadway to include 
bicycle paths because cars use 
most of the paved portions of the 
road and it would give the 
cyclists 
a 
false sense of 


security. 


It is essential, he said, that 


parents stand behind the law 
enforcement agencies which arc 
more interested in preventing 
accidents than penalizing the 
kids, he said, 


If a child violates the law, or if 


a parent sees his child using his 
bicycle unsafely, the parent 
should take away the child's 
bicycle privileges, he said. 


If the bike rider causes 


damage to- someone else, the 
parents arc liable through civil 
action,- Stiimpfcr said. 


Each city has its own laws 


anile the county enforces state 
laws. 
; 


There are laws and-rcgula- 


lions to follow as well as good 
sense. 


Statistics from the National 


Safety Council show that 50 per 
cent of the bike-ear accidents 
occur at Intersections, that 70 
per cent happen during daylight 
hours and 80 per cent of the 
bicyclists killed or injured in 
traffic accidents are violating 
traffic laws at the time of the 
accident. 


According to 
information 


supplied by the National Safety 
Council, 
the 
term 
bicycle 


"driver" as a replacement for 
"rider" has long been promoted 
and seems to be gaining accep- 
tance. Proponents argue that 
"driver" connotes a respon- 
sibility for the control and use of 
a bike that "rider" lacks. 


General rules for safe bicycle 


riding include: 


Drive with traffic, stay on the 


right side of the street as close 
to the curb as possible, obey all 
traffic signs, signals, laws and 
rules, including stopping at stop 
signs and stop lights; check and 
yield to all traffic before enter- 
ing any street; be very cautious 
when passing all vehicles; only 
one person oh the scat and no 
riding double; keep the bicycle 
in a safe place and lock it; where 
required by law, register the 
bicycle (St. Joseph and Bcnton 
Harbor both require bicycles to 
be licensed); keep bike under 
control; carry packages in a 
basket or carrier; use hand sig- 
nals for turning, slowing and 
stopping; 
avoid 
crowding 


between cars at stop signs; 
never hold on to a moving 
vehicle; ride single file; never 
do stunt or trick riding in the 
street; report injury accidents 
to police; and use proper hand 
signals. 


Parents also have the respon- 


sibility 
oF 
making 
sure 


children's bikes arc in safe 
mechanical order. 


Bikes should de equipped with 


a white headlamp than can be 
seen for 300 feet and a red 
reflector that can be seen from 
30 to 300 feet from the rear for 
riding after dark Bikes should 
also have a horn or bell that is 
audible for 100 feet. 


Reflectors and lights should 


be clean. Handlebars should be 
at the right height, straight and 
with grips in plact' Tires should 
"be firm with sidewalk, and tread 
intact and tire valves should not 
leak 


Wheels should not wobble or 


rub on the forks and should hot 
have any missing or bent 
spokes The chain should be 
clean and not too loose or too 
tight The pedals should be in 
place and turn freely and the 
brakes, should stop the bike fast 
and smoothly 


According to. the National 


Safely Council, "Mature bike, 
drivers don't horse around. 
Bike driving is fun — accidents 
aren't." 


^ 


OBEY SIGNS: Bicycle riders are required to obey all 
traffic lights, signs and pavement markings as are 
automobile drivers. The National Safety Council urges 
all bike riders to cross intersections with care. 
Cyclists should always ride single file. Two or more 
cyclists riding abreast take up too much of the road- 
way and restrict defensive maneuvers. Cyclists should 


also avoid crowding between cars at stop signs or 
between a car and the curb. A slight swerve could 
result in the cyclist being hit by a passing car or being 
struck by a car turning right. Bike riders at a full stop 
before crossing the intersection are from left, Tina 
Briney, 13; Rene Thar, 12, and Chris Bultcmcyer, 13. 


RIDE 'RIGHT': Bicycles on roads or streets should 
move in the same direction as the traffic and not 
against it. Riding against the flow of traffic is one of 
the six most common traffic violations, according to 
the National Safety Council. Soft or rough shoulders, 
curbs and guard rails often make it impossible for a 
cyclist facing traffic to yield the right of way to an 


approaching vehicle. When car and bicycle'arc 
traveling in the same direction, both motorist and 
cyclist have more time to take evasive action.

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Public Employe Politics 
Bill Vetoed By Governor 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 


Guv. William Milliken has ve- 
toed a bill 
giving public 


employes the right to par- 
ticipate in partisan politics, 
saying it raises "the specter of 
partisanship and political ac- 
tivism" in public service. 


Milliken said in his veto 


messsage 
Wednesday 
that 


public employes should get the 
right to participate in politics, 
but not by circumventing the 
state merit system or in a 
manner which encourages the 
political spoils system. 


He said the bill runs counter 


to the Michigan Constitution, 
which says the Civil Service 
Commission shall regulate "all 
conditions of employment in the 
classified service." 


Milliken urged the commi 


sion to begin ah immediate 
review of existing rules in an 
effort to broaden political ac- 


tivity of government employes 
without compromising politics 
and public service. 


Rep. 
Howard Wolpe, D- 


Kalamazoo, sponsor of the bill, 
' said he would hot try to override 


Milliken's veto. Instead, he 
plans to re-submit similar 
legislation. 


"I'm very diappointed in the 


governor's action. Gov. Milliken 
says that public employes are 
treated as second-class citizens 
and then he vetoes the very bill 
,that would eiimintalc second- 
class citizenship for public 
employes," Wolpe said. 


The veto affects some 57,000 


state employes and countless 
local government workers. 


Civil 
Service 
rules now 


prohibit state employes from 
engaging in certauvpolitical ac- 
tivities such as becoming a 
party convention delegate or 
running for elective 
office. 


Those actions would have been 
allowed under the bill 


The legislation also would let 


slale or local governmenl 
employes work for political 
parties or on behalf of can- 
didates 
or 
issues without 


resigning or taking a leave of 
absence as is now required. 


If elected to a posl within the 


government 
which employs 


him, however, the worker would 
have lo qiiil or oblairi a leave of. 
absence. 


The bill would have prohibil- 


ed political 
activity during 


working hours and barred using 
one's position lo coerce such 
activity.

House has approved the gover- 
nor's business tax program 
after making changes to limit 
the increased burden it would 
place on small companies, retail 
outlets and icrvtce firms. 


Opponents of the measure, 


however, claimed it still tends 
to reduce taxes for capital-in- 
tensive enterprises like the auto 
industry and utilities white ad- 
ding taxes for retail and service 
enterprises of all sUes 


They also said:it is unfair to 


professional people like accoun- 
tants, doctors and lawyers, who 
in many cases would have to pay 
business taxes for the first time. 


Under the measure, passed 


50-48 Wednesday, eight existing 
business taxes would be com- 
bined into a single 2.3 per cent 
tax on * base composed of 
profits, payrolls, depreciation 
and interest on investment. 


The bill now goes to the 


Senate, where at least one law- 
maker wants to substitute a 
different version that would 
lighten the tax load on small 
businesses ami reduce the 
changes in tax burden that the 
measure would produces. 


The tax rate of 2 per cent

The biggest improvement has been in the Detroit River below the 
industrialized Rouge River, said John Schenk of Environmental 
Conlol Technology, Inc., the Ann Arbor firm which conducted the 
study for the Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) "Except 
for phenol (an organic chemical by-product of certain industries), 
the Detroit River is generally meeting the water quality standards 
set by the state and is approaching those recommended by the 
EPA." Schenk said Tuesday. "1 wouldn't drink it, but I would 
swim in it," Schenk added. Bacterial content is an important 


. factor in considering the safety of human contact with water, he

Peterson said a delegation would be sent to Arlington today 


to turn in the ballots, which must be sent in by July 6. Do all

threatened with foreclosures, he

Mortgage payments on the big 


rigs sometimes run as high as 
|800 a month. A new tractor- 
trailer -costs between 138,000 
and 150,000, Hill said. 


But, no matter what their at- 


titude toward a new strike, all 
the truckers agreed on the is- 
sues, the Mine ones that 
brought on last year's walkout. 
They listed four basics they 
want: 


—Suspension of the truck-

A common ailment among 


hogs was detcribcd as the 
staggers. Afflicted 
animals 


became quite violent, running 
round and round, frequently 
tumbling over and squealing 
loudly. One farmer devised a 
cure consisting of two tables- 
poons of castor oil and cutting 
the end of (he tail to make it 
bleed 


Many similarities were noted 


between human ailments and 
those of livestock. 


The breathing nf a calf with 


"croup" could not be distin- 
guished from that of a child 
under similar conditions. A 
farmer 
had 
such 
a 
calf 


copiously bled and directed that 
castor oil be thrown down the 
throat after opening the pas- 
sage of the windpipe with a 
flexible twig, to which a sponge 
dipped in sweet oil was at- 
tachcd. 


Hooping cough was prevalent 


in one area. When It appeared, 
an inflammatory sore throat 
was noted among the horses of 
the same area. The horses tost 
their Appetite and developed 
fever and a scwre cough. After 
initial bleeding, the remedy 
included Peruvian bark and tar. 


Pneumonia to humans was 


followed by a similar ailment In 
sheep. They coughed, both earn 
fell backwards and staggers 


developed. Again bleeding was 
the initial remedy, followed by 
purges of molasses and yeast. 


But some cures were strictly 


agricultural in nature. • 


One farmer claims he cured 


inflammation of the eyes of 
horses with a steady diet of raw 
potatoes. 


Another farmer attempted in 


vain to cure "sorp throat" in 
hogs with nitre, sweet milk, 
bleeding and antimony. In 
desperation, he carried one of 
the afflicted pigs into a field of 
clo«T. Not even being able to 
stand, the pig began to eat the 
clover. In two days, the pig was 
completely cured. The farmer 
turned his entire herd of 150 
pigs into a five-acre, field,of 
clover and never had a bit of 
trouble again. 


.Sometimes, it was just the 


resiliency of hardy stock that 
ted to their recovery. The bull 
of one farmer fell into a limes- 
lone sink hole. It went without 
food or water for 24 days. Its 
rear quarters were mired up to 
the belly. After two weeks, it 
was back with the rest of the 
herd and had regained Its 
original weight of 1,000 pounds 
by the next season.

With harvest time nearlng, 


he reminds farmers that hav- 
ing a well adjusted combine 
will cut tosses. The four areas 
in which grain low may occur 
are cutter-bar, cylinder, rack 
and shoe, he said. Careful 
checking during harvest can 
keep louses to a minimum, said 
Musgrove.

FAIRBANKS* Alaska (AP) - 


The 
trans-Alaska 
pipeline 


project is driving some people 
to enroll at the University of 
Alaska, wen if only to find a 
room at reasonable cost. 


Some pipeline workers and 


job-seekers are going back to 
school just to live in a dormi- 
tory, rather than pay the going 
price for a room In Fairbanks. 


One young man who has been 


living in Moore Residence Hall 
since he arrived from Virginia 
about three weeks ago said, "I 
needed a place to stay. I'll take 
a few courses." 


That is, he'll take them at 


least until he gets a job working 
on the pipeline, he adds. 


Another young man who 


recently quit his job with a 
pipeline affiliate says he took 
work on campus becatisc it gave 
him a room. In order to stay, 
the university required that he 
also enroll in summer school, 
which began this week. 


He says he'll go to class "two 


or three times. It depends on 
how good it is." 


Some occupants of Moore Hall 


say at least half of the summer 
residents of the dorm are taking 
courses just to qualify for a 
$90-per-month room. 


"I'm going sign up for wha- 


tever I have to get.my rent," 
said one.

Even after a rent raise in 


May, 
state-subsidized univer- 


sity housing is a bargain com- 
pared with rents off campus, 
where 1500 a month for a tiny 
apartment is not uncommon. 


Rooms in the university's 


seven residence halls go for 
$280 a semester, lasting about 
three and a half months. A 
single bedroom apartment for 
married students on campus 
costs $225 per month. 


The problem of young people 


lured to the university by its 
housing is "approaching the 
critical stage as opposed to an 
isolated instance," says Dean of 
Students Dr. Harris Shclton. 
"It's very directly related, of 
course, to the lack of housing in 
Fairbanks." 


Fred Turner, director of 


housing, says he's never seen 
anything like it in his career. 
He says he doesn't have enough 
family apartments for students 
who want them this. fall. 


"There's no doubt it's related 


to the pipeline," Turner said. 
"Some of them don't intend to 
be fulltimc students.". 
, 


What can be done now about 


people who enroll, take space in 
an apartment or residence hall 
and have no intention of going 
to class?

"Nothing at all," Turner 


says. "We have to give the 
student the benefit of the doubt. 
It's not our position to examine 
students' motives." 


But he says that to continue to 


qualify for student housing, 
residents of university dorms 
and apartments must maintain 
academic standards. During the 
regular school year, they must 
maintain a passing grade in at 
least 12 credit hours of study; 
during the summer session the 
requirement is a passing grade 
in at least three hours.

TRUE TALE: An Eastern machinery manufacturer 


found it increasingly difficult to recruit young, local 
residents. Even worse, a mounting number of younger 
employes were quitting. The company president was 
sufficiently concerned to call in an outside personnel 
consultant who quickly discovered that retired 
employes were responsible. Despite liberal pension 
benefits, the retirees warned younger people in town 
not to work, for the company if they wanted to avoid 
being treated as "just a name and address" after re 
tiring. 


TRUE TALE: A large utility 


filed a rate increase application 
with state authorities, 
an- 


ticipating that the required 
public hearing for approval 
would be routine. Unexpectedly, 
the application was opposed by 
an ad hoc committee of the 
utility's own retired employes, 
who felt they had been "dis- 
carded." The opposition result- 
ed in considerable delay in the 
rate hike, in much unfavorable 
publicity and led a chastened 
utility official to comment later, 
"A retired employe who is en- 
joying his retirement years is a 
living advertisement for his 
employer." 


TRUE TALE: On a list of 40 


top stress producers,

providing retirement coun- 
seling can be disastrous to the 
employe. And usually the com- 
pany will be blamed for the 
trauma known as "retirement 
shock" — a stress-producing 
situation which recognizes no 
social or financial barriers. 


Almost one-third of our ci- 


tizens over 65 live In poverty, 
yet many did not become poor 
until they became old. By itself, 
that Hashes a red-hot signal of 
danger to all of us — and coin- 
pounding it is the fact that there 
Is a definite trend toward re- 
tirement at an earlier age than 
the traditional 65. A recent 
study by West Coast corporate 
planners, In fact, predicts an 
average retirement age of K in 
two more decades — meaning 
that if current predictions,on 
life expectancy hold and If 
you're an average worker now 
in your 30s, you can look for- 
ward to 25 years of retirement! 


But "unexpected retirement 


or being unprepared for re- 
tirement can 
mean living 


without any framework," a re- 
tirement counselor pointed out 
at a seminar on "preparing 
employes 
for 
retirement," 


sponsored by the American 
Management Assns. AMA is a 
not-for-profit educational or- 
ganization 
which 
conducts 


worldwide management train- 
ing programs for more than 
100,000 business and govern- 
ment executives annually. 


And the confrontation with 


retirement — which affects the 
top-level corporate executive as 
well 
as 
the assembly-line 


worker — the fear of idleness, 
loneliness and deteriorating 
health, can affect an employe's 
job performance years before he 
or she actually retires. 


"Changes induced by re- 


tirement arc more abrupt than 
those between other stages of 
life," 
James 
L. 
Hayes, 


president of the AMA explains. 
"And 
they occur when most 


people are least able in body 
and in mind to cope with 
change." 


Putting it in simplest lan- 


guage, a company providing 
pre- and post-retirement coun- 
seling is simply using good 
business sense. Its retirement 
program will not only reduce 
the trauma of retirement stress 
but also will bring greater ef- 
ficiency,- higher emplofc nutate 
and, Hayes prints wt, "a* ad- 
(ktl measure nf valuable mwrt 
will Iron; tlic swcikig rmks of 


retirees." 


What might a thorough re- 


tirement program cover? At 
least these points, says Henry 
M. 
Wallfesh, 
another 
re- 


tirement counselor and frequent 
speaker at AMA retirement 
seminars: 


(1) Of course, finances — 


ranging from budgeting to in- 
vestments; tax considerations, 
estate planning and most par- 
ticularly from the employe's 
viewpoint, crucial details on the 
company's pension plan; 


(2) Health care, medical or 


geriatrics advice; • 


(3) Life-style adjustments, 


psychological factors, family 
relationships, 
housing 


arrangements such as selection 
of retirement location, climate 
considerations; 


(4) Use of leisure time (hob- 


bies, travel, educational oppor- 
tunities, community services, 
second careers); 


(5) And legal rights and res- 


ponsibilities, ranging 
from 


sales of homes to writing wills 
to avoiding traps *et by 
swindler* whb concentrate on 
older people.
